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LOCAL OFFICERS 


The following list, unfortunately far from exhaustive, has been 
included as it was felt that a work of this nature would be incomplete 
without some recognition, however meagre, of the services of a 
deserving class of soldier, many of whom, as in the two Great 
Wars, joined up in order to ‘ do their bit ’ in response to their 
Country’s call. 

Local Officers were those who, belonging only to the Irregular 
Corps, did not hold a King’s Commission as did the officers of the 
Coy.’s regular service. In other words, they were appointed by, 
and received their Commissions from, the Governor General in 
India, not from the Court of Directors at the India House. Most 
of these Irregular or Local Corps came into existence only during 
the years 1815-17, several of them being disbanded during the period 
of peace which followed the Third Mahratta War. 

The officers with whom we are now about to deal fall, broadly 
speaking, into four classes. Firstly, those who left the service of 
Indian princes on the outbreak of the Second Mahratta War in 
1803, and transferred their allegiance to the Coy. They were 
experienced officers who had already made a name for themselves 
whilst serving with the irregular troops of their former masters. 
This class, which includes men of pure European descent ( e.g ., 
W. L. Gardner, Meiselbach, Pohlman), and of mixed descent (e.g., 
James Skinner, ‘ the Father of Irregular Cavalry,’ and H. Y. 
Hearsey), received a pension and employment from the British 
Govt, on quitting that of their Indian employers. 1 

The second class consists of the sons, by I ndian mothers, of some 
of those who have appeared in the earlier pages of this List. Not 
being of pure European descent, they were in consequence ineligible 
to hold a regular Commission ; but their knowledge of the manners, 
customs, religions and language of the men whom they commanded

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Eminently fitted them for such service. The Martii 
orsters and Penningtons are examples of this class. 

The third class comprises both Departmental Warrant Officers 
and subordinate officials of the Coy. {e.g., Babonau, Clarke, Ireland, 
Radeliffe) as well as the sons of indigo planters, or themselves 
planters (e.g., Cave and Babington). The majority of this class 
were presumably of unmixed European descent. 

The last and smallest class consists of those {e.g., Picard and 
William Smith) who had previously held a Commission in H.M.S. 

Most of these men were discharged in June 1822, Government 
having decided to officer Local and Irregular Corps more extensively 
from the Line, and to dispense with the services of Local Officers 
as much as possible in the future.

Sirdar-bearer, the head-man of a set of palankin-bearers (lit.), 
actually the head domestic servant.

N.B .—Before consulting tlie Index it is advisable to read the following 
carefully. 

This Index records only the names of persons mentioned in the genealogical 
section of each biography. It does not record the names of relatives of any 
officer bearing the same surname as that officer. 

Wives and mothers will be found under their maiden name, when known, 
as well as under that of a former or subsequent husband. Sisters and other 
married female relations will be found under their married surname. 

No distinction is made between such various forms of Christian name as, 
Eliza and Elizabeth; Ann, Anna, Anne, etc. 

I\ o entry has been made of the name of any officer whose biography appears 
(m dictionary order) in this work, since a reference to such biography will at 
once furnish full cross-references to any other place where his name may be 
found. 

To take a concrete example : suppose that it is desired to trace an Alexander 
Fraser. First turn to the Fraser entries in the body of this work (ii. 214-22) 
and read through them, when a biography of one Alexander will be found on 
p. 214, a second on p. 215, mention of a third on p. 216, a fourth and fifth 
on p. 2.19, a sixth and seventh on p. 220. 

It will next be necessary to consult the Index, s.v. Fraser, where, under 
the sub-heading Alexander, four more references are furnished. On turning 
these up they may often be more certainly identified by their respective 
territorial designations (e.g., Fairfield, or Torbreck), which are given in every 
case when known. In order to limit the size of the Index all territorial 
designations (except in the case of Peerages and Baronetcies), distinctions, 
name or number of Regiment, etc., have been omitted.
